I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954  which 
consists  mainly  of  statistical  figures  ivith  relative  information  as  and  where 
this  appertains  to  any  material  change  from  previous  years.

LABORATORY  FAC  IL ITI ES. 


Specimens  taken  Rrom  patients  for  various  bacteriological  tests  by 
family  practitioners  are  sent  to  the  National  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.  Reports  upon  such  specimens  are  sent  to  the  patient’s 
own  doctor,  and  a  copy  of  same  is  forwarded  to  the  Health  Office. 

The  duty  for  the  examination  of  milk  supplies  rests  with  the  County 
Council  and  during  the  year  under  review,  4  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and 
submitted  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  one  of  which 
proved  positive  T.B.  on  biological  test.

WELFARE  FOOD  DISTRIBUTION. 

Following  the  discontinuance  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  of  the 
distribution  of  Welfare  Foods,  i.e.  National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod 
Liver  Oil  and  Vitamins  -  arrangements  were  made  for  this  service  to  be 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  from  the  1st  July.  Supplies 
of  these  commodities  are  available  at  Hollingworth  and  Broadbottom  Clinic 
sessions  and  also  at  the  Mottram  Court  Room  on  one  afternoon  weekly. 

The  assistance  given  by  voluntary  helpers  in  the  clinics  in 
this  work  is  much  appreciated. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 


The  area  is  covered  by  the  Hyde  Health  Division  for  general, 
accident  and  infectious  casos,  the  number  conveyed  being  2156;  this  is  an 
increase  of  198  on  the  number  conveyed  during  1953*  The  majority  of 
patients  were  conveyed  to  the  Ashton  Group  of  Hospitals. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


One  full-time  Domiciliary  Nurse  attended  101  patients  in 
Mottram  and  Broadbottom  upon  2720  occasions. 

The  Hollingworth  district  is  served  by  a  Nurse  whose  duties 
also  include  cases  resident  in  Tintwistle  -  125  patients  having  been  visited 
upon  3437  occasions.  (Separate  figures  for  Hollingworth  residents  are  not 
readily  available). 

Duo  to  the  scattered  area  allocated  to  this  particular  nurse,  she 
uses  her  own  motor-car  for  which  she  is  reimbursed  on  a  mileage  basis  for  all 
official  journeys  connected  with  her  nursing  duties. 

Nursing  requisites  are  stored  at  private  addresses  in  Mottram  and 
Broadbottom  and  at  the  M.&  C.W.  Centre  at  Hollingworth.  The  requisites  such 
as  back-rests,  bod-pans,  etc.  are  available  on  loan  from  the  stores  by 
application  to  either  of  these  nurses. 

MIDWIFERY. 

One  midwife  allocated  to  the  district  attended  the  23  cases  in 
which  the  birth  took  place  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.  The  trend  for 
childbirth  to  take  place  in  maternity  institutions  is  revealed  by  the  fact  that 
21  of  the  notified  births  took  place  in  Hospitals  and  3°  in  Maternity  Homes  in 
Hyde  and  GLossop. 

Ihcilit ies  are  available  at  the  Hollingworth  M.&  C.W.  Centre  for 
the  midwife  to  carry  out  examinations  of  her  patients  prior  to  confinement.  Mrs. 
Hall  resident  County  Midwife  resigned  on  the  Jlst  October  1954  after  raany  years

service  in  the  area,  and  owing  to  difficulties  in  filling  the  vacancy,  home 
confinements  have  been  undertaken  by  midwives  resident  in  Stalybridge.. 
Applications  by  the  County  Council  for  a  Council  house  to  enable  a  replacement 
for  Mrs. Hall  to  live  in  this  district  have  unfortunately  so  far  met  with  no 
success. 


HEALTH  VISITING. 


One  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young 
children,  expectant  mothers  and  nursing  mothers  by  paying  visits  to  the  homes 
and  attending  at  the  Clinics.  Visits  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  for  Care  and 
After-Care  purposes,  and  to  any  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  need  of  attention, 
also  form  part  of  her  duties.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  to  the  District  is  not  treated  in  any  way  but  the 
samples  taken  have  proved  satisfactory.  The  yield  from  the  springs  has, for 
the  most  part,  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  District  although  there 
have  been  periods  when  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  water  from  the  Amfield 
Brook. 

The  supply  in  Mottram  and  Broadbottom,  especially  to  the  higher  points, 
continues  to  be  a  matter  of  concern  when  bursts  reduce  tho  pressure  in  the  mains. 

Twenty-one  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  supply  during 
the  year. 

Six  promises  are  served  by  a  common  standpipe. 

Thoro  are  some  l6o  dwellings  -  °fJo  of  tho  total  -  dependent  upon  water 
from  private  supplies,  and  about  120  of  these  houses  are  permanently  occupied. 

A  supply  to  fourteen  premises  at  Hattorsloy  was  inadequate  but  had  not  boon 
improved  by  tho  end  of  tho  year.

SCAVENGING. 


Rofuse  from  the  District  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  a  hollow  off 
Broadbottom  Road  which  is  filling  up  rapidly.  No  site  has  yet  been  acquired 
on  which  tipping  can  be  done  when  the  present  tip  is  full.  Most  refuse  is 
removed  weekly  but  in  some  places  it  is  only  done  every  other  week.  The  total 
abolition  of  pail  closets  which  are  cleared  weekly  but  which  serve  over  of 
the  District  would  enable  all  refuse  to  be  collected  every  week. 

Labour  and  transport  for  this  service  are  supplied  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor. 

Thirty  five  pails  and  sixty  two  dustbins  have  been  supplied  by  the  Council 
on  orders  from  owners  to  whom  accounts  have  been  charged. 


SEWERAGE. 


Sewerage  is  treated  at  both  Hollingworth  and  Broadbottom  outfalls  but  as 
previously  stated  about  /\.Cff0  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  served  by  pail 
cl  os  et  s . 

The  Council  grant  up  to  £8  per  conversion  for  voluntary  conversion  to 
Erosh  Water  Closets  and  14  such  conversions  have  been  made  in  the  year.  In 
addition  28  fresh  closet  connections  were  made  of  which  20  were  in  respect  of  new 
houses.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


Fifty  five  infestations  were  dealt  with  in  the  year.  3^4  properties  were 
inspected  and  the  total  visits  including  old  infestations  from  last  year  cleared  in 
the  current  year  were  658. 

The  annual  10$  test  bait  of  the  council’s  two  sewerage  systems  followed  by 
two  treatments  was  made. 

MEAT,  MILK  and  other  LOOPS. 


There  has  been  no  formal  seizure  of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption  but  a 
very  small  amount  has  been  voluntarily  surrendered  by  shopkeepers  on  these  grounds. 

Meat  -  In  July  centralised  slaughtering  of  animals  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  came  to  an  end  and  the  responsibility  for  seeing  that  there 
was  adequate  slaughtering  accommodation  to  cover  the  needs  of  the 
district  was  passed  to  the  Council. 

The  three  slaughterhouses  still  licensed  were  considered  adequate 
but  in  practice  only  four  of  the  eight  butchers  kill  animals  in 
the  District.
